The Two Petitions- 

In a auperlatively ludicrous effort to 
Lelp a lame dojf.(its masterB) over the 
Htile, the prone little organ on the 
banks of tlie Fraser takes exceptiou 
to the proposition tlmt the Potitioii 
from the Mainland (which originated 
at Nejw 'Westminster under the pre- 
cise circumstances vro recounted the 
other day, the disclaimer oi the organ 
to the contrary notwithstanding) 
amounted to condemnation of the ac- 

.tibn of . the local Government, and it 
has the assurance to lecture the Toron- 
to "aiobe" and this journal for pre- 

. senUng the issue in Uiat light. Now, 
in all matters of this kind.documentary 
evidence is preferable to mere contro- 
\ersial "ipse dixit;" and a dispnssion- 
ato and /air comparison of the two 
petitions (both of which are already 
Kullifieiilly before the public) must 
coiistituto the best answer to tho or- 
gan. The petition of the Government 
alleges that the Mackenzie Adminis- 
tration have broken the Kailway cove- 
nant on the following grounds: (1) be- 
cause commencement of construction 
did not take place at the stipulated 
period. (2) Because at tho date of the 
petition no commencement of con- 
struction had been made, nor had the 
exploratory surveys been completed. 
(8) Because the Mackenzie Adminis- 
tration did not regard as binding the 
Order in Council adopted by their pre- 
decessors fixing Esquimau as the ter- 
minus and deciding that a line should 
be located between that harbour and 
Seymour Narrows, and because no 
commencement had been made there- 
on up to the time of petitioning. Now 
it is manifest that the repudiation of 
the Order in Council and non-com- 
mencement of work on tho line there- 
in designated really constituted the 
gravamen of the grievance, inasmuch 
as it was alone on Vancouver Island 
that tho work of actual construction 
could possibly have hcon coiuniciiced. 
Lot us now turn to tho Mainland peti- 
tion. The vorj first preposition pre- 
' sented in it is a flat donial of the prin- 
cipal grounds of complaint set up iir 
tho Governmc'ut petition. The follow- 
ing i.s the text: — 

"That, in our opinion, tho order of 
the Privy Council oi Canada, of 7th 
June, 1873, is in no way binding upon 
Your Excellency's present Govern- 
ment, and that a line of railway along 
the sfia-board of Vancouver Island to 
Esquimau is no part of the Terms of 
Union." 

The petitioners next proceed to ex- 
press the opinion that "it would be 
unwise, impolitic, and unjust to select 
any line for the Railway until time be 
given for a thorough survey of the 
different routes on the Mainland," 
and they add: "That, as it is evident 
that surveys are not yet sufficiently 
advanced to allow of an intelligent 
decision on the question of route be- 
ing arrived at, we consider that a vig- 
orous nud immediate pn'osecution of 
tho surveys by Your Excellency's Gov- 
ernment, to bo followed in 1875 by 
the coiiiineucement of construction on 
the mainland, will be a faithful carrying 
out of the spirit of the Terms of Un- 
ion." 

Now, wo Hiibmit that tho "condom- 
nation" is full and complete. The 
.Mainland petitioners deny and de- 
molish, or imagine they demolish , 
every one of the primary propositions 
set forth in tho Government petition, 
thereby taking away all groundof com- 
plaint or appeal. In truth, the con- 
demnation of the action of the local 
Government could scarcely have been 
more conclusive had the Ministers and 
the Governor been condemned in ex- 
press words and by name; and the rea- 
der quite understands already that 
those who drew up the petition at 
New West minster had their own rea- 
suiis for not doing that — one of them 
beii>g none other than the Minister of 
Fiiianeo, another a subsidised organ- 
grinder, and so on. Tho absurd at- 
tempt of tho organ to impale us on tho 
horn of a dilonnua for having a;iSorlod 
that it (a servile supporter of tho Gov- 
ernment) promoted a petition whicli 
'amounted to tacit condemnation of 
its masters, can scarcely be consider- 
ed as deserving attention. The little 
or^an is known to have boon long 
engaged in endeavoring to solve the 
(to it) interesting problem of whether 
it be possible to run with the hare and 
hunt with theliounds; and. its anoma- 
•'iows an'd laughable attitude in con- 
nection with ihk petiton affair is read- 
ily explained on that theory."

This letter ho regards as a Bufiicient 
refutation to tho as.5ortious in tho 
Committee's report that Mrs. Tilton's 
confession was extorted from her by 
him, and that she never made any 
confession to her mother.

'J'lio 
oxcitemont Wiis terrible, and all the 
medical men in the city were i^romptlv 
on iiaud.

wont along tho coast in search of ves- 
soIh. They met a Russian scuoonor 
on tho 24th of August in FuiobAWA,'; 



DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

Europe- / 

Pauis, Sept. 8th.— Charles Perkins, or- 

United States Consul at Lisbon, was 
found guilty of obtaining money under 
falso pretenses, and was sentenced to one 
year's imprisonmon*^^, with 500 francs fine, 
and ordered to refund all money fraudu- 
lently obtained. His wife, who is a niece 
of tho ex-(jueeu Isabella, was acquitted. 

London, Sept. 'Jth— Chas. Gilpin, M.P. 
for Northampton, Lord John Manners, 
and Sir Henry Storks are dead. 

Canada. 

Halifax, N. S., Sept. 7th.— There was 
an unusually heavy rain storm to day. It 
continued for obout twelve hours. In 
three hours and a half this forenoon one 
inch of water full. 

OiTAWA, Out., Sept. 7tli— Tho bush flres 
are still raging in the neighborhood of 
Iluutloy, and bavo considerable damage 
to both crops and houses. The ravages 
of the fire will be particularly distressing 
during the coming winter. 

Eastern States. 

NewYobk, Sept. 9th,— The steamer 
Ville de Paris of the French Trans-Atlan- 
tic lino, on tho 7lh of September, while 
on tho voyage from Europe to tho United 
States, ani while off tho banks of New- 
foundland, encountered a severe storm. 
Much damage was done on deck by the 
violence of the waves. The Captain was 
injured, the first officer had his arm brok- 
en, and one seaman was washed overboard 
and drowned. Oiio boat was disabled. 
The passengers afterward met and passed 
resolutions expressing their gratitue'o and 
admiration for the conduct of Captain 
Oauer, the officers and crew in the trying 
emergency.

ever seriously ali'e.'li'tl their healtli'.^ 
WlietLer good food aud jileuty of it, 
with a bracing climate, and the know- 
ledge that the fruits of their labors 
would fill their own garners aud 
lay up a store for wife and chil- 
dren iu tlio distant as well as the 
nc:ir winter time, and mil make that 
work easy — a pleasure rather tliau a 
task? ask them if they would ex- 
change their homes and fields and 
flocks, their social, educational, poli- 
tical and r(digious privil(';^os in Cana- 
da for the best collnge aiid the liigL- 
est wages oblainablo, uiulci the best 
landlord in these kingdoms, with all 
the blessings wLich are to be found 
here, including Sunday ministrations 
and week-day "cups of tea" with the 
vicar of two or any •number of par- 
islu'S? 1 Lave Leant the answer at 
many a Canadian lireside. It was n\- 
\says tLo same. Even tlio ))oor Scotch- 
man.diiven frorahd . native hills to seek 
room tor sheep and cattle, thanked 
God tho cruelty of tho landlord that 
cdiupelled Lini to cross tlio sea Lail 
been turned to a blessing. Many re- 
visit tlie old home, but only two class- 
es, as a rule,reniaiu — those wLo Lave 
accumulated wealth, and, it may be. 
Laving lost their children, prefer to 
end their tlays among relatives in their 
native village, and those wiio, like the 
\ icar's parishoiicrs, fall into evil cour- 
ses, complain of Iiard work, and after 
"I )aling" about tho country for a few 
moiitlis, liog or steal enough to pay 
their jiassago back to the "comforts" 
and blessings to bo found hero.
